ception of bacteria as a causes ol. dis- 
ease, a prodigious hysteria of srerrn- 
killing has pervaded the whole civi- 
lized world. 
It is no exaggeration, 


thoug-h It may seem paradoxical, 
to 
say that nearly all intelligent human 
beings" rosort more or less to anti- 
septic or. germicidal chemicals in the 
prevention and treatment of disease— 
nearly all except educated physicians. 
The more a physician knows 
about 


the nature of germ diseases and the 
action of antiseptics and germicides, 
the less use he has for these ag-ents 
in his work- 
A- s'urgreon 'welJ trajned 


in the rudiments of .his art and ex- 
perienced in operating- -probably em- 
ploys antiseptics less frequently than 
the average layman does. 
It -is the 
doctor who lacks training and skill 
that makes the greatest use of such 
rhemicals. 
Sometimes ho uses them 


obviously for the purpose of assuring 
tho patient and the patient's friends 
that all ."antlceptlc precautions" 
are 


being- taken—whatever antiseptic pre- 
cautions may be. 
But more often he 
applies 
antiseptics 
with 
about 
as 
vafrue a notion of their, effect as the 
layman, has .when he dabs-peroxide on 
a cut or sore. 
- 
Antiseptics do inhibit or delay the 


multiplication of germs, but they do 
not necessarily kill the germs. Gerrn- 
icides kills germs—direct sunlig-ht or 
boiling for example. 
Peroxide 
ap- 
plied in full strength will noticeably 
diminish 
the multiplication -rate ',of 
many germs', but ijernis will grow in 
peroxide, nevertheless. 
Germs 
will 


g-row in many antiseptics, even in tho 
noisome i'orloform which old tlma sur* 
g-eons delighted to sprinkle around. 
Tho childlike faith a layman places 


in his favorite antiseptic is amusing 
to'one with fundamental knowledge of 
the nature of infection. But when n. 
doctor adopts such ncivo tacticn as 
spraying tho nose with some antisep- 
tic solution with the view to pre-

venting- germ invasions or destroying 
or inhibiting- gprms that have already 
invaded the lining of tlie nose, the 
spectacle becomes .pitiable. 
Jt is apparently futilcs to search for 
any antiseptic or germidicldul remeuy 
wlvich will have :a\y appreciable ef- 
fect on the g-crins in tissues to the 
surface of which the r«m«ily i* ap- 
plied. 
The bacteria! cell is so similar 
to the tissue coll—all the body tis- 
sues an.d membranes are composed of 
cell—that any chemical which delays
